If the TCA cannot make up its mind 
about this main line service for Edmonton 
within a month from now, Edmonton is un- 
doubtedly getting that run-around.

for months past, It must have been obvi- 


representations 


ous for years to the efficient operators of 
the TCA that a city of Edmonton's size 
and importance would require a direct air 
outlet to the Coast. 

Why, then, should it require until next 
May or June to put such a service into op- 
eration? 

In this matter the Chamber of Com- 
merce does not speak for itself or for the 
people of Edmonton alone. It speaks for 
the entire North country for which Ed- 
monton is the natural terminus for main 
line connections, 

It would be better if Edmonton and 
the TCA could thresh out this point be- 
tween themselves, in a friendly fashion. 

But it is ridiculous to expect this city 
to wait six or seven months for the com- 
pany to make up its mind. 

A month's delay is quite enough. And 
if nothing happens in that time, an ap- 
peal to the Board of Transport Commis- 
sioners is definitely in order. 


More Houses for Canadians 


The National House Builders’ Associa- 
tion says that the only way sufficient 
homes will be built for Canadians is to re- 
duce the down payment required to 10 per 
cent. Efforts are being made to have the 


federal government arrange for these 
lower down payments, 
Now while the motives of the Associa 


tion are not entirely altruistic, since more 
houses mean more business for its mem 
bers, its contention is probably without 
flaw.
